in sight, but added pressure condi­ 
tions in the far north now prevail­ 
ing were 
generally 
followed in the 
course of a few days by showers and 
lower 
tem peratures 
in the 
upper 
Mississippi Valley and Plains states. 
He said alleviation for the corn and 
wheat, belt 
might come 
about the 
middle of next week . 
A high pressure area attended by 
lower 
tem peratures 
exists 
in the 
McKenzie Valley area and the G reat 
S a v e Regions of C anada 
No Def'nite Prediction 
W eightm an 
made it 
plain, how­ 
ever. tha t 
lie was unable definitely 
to predict rain from present condi­ 
tions or to tell when it would come, 
oj the am ount of preciptation. 
In the m eantim e, president Hoov­ 
er and governm ent officials went for­ 
ward with plans 
for 
the 
relief of 
areas 
where 
distress 
has 
become 
acute. 
The bureau today had received no 
if ports showing 
any 
general telief 
from drought or heat in the affected 
areas 
during 
the past 
24 hours. 
There were, however, a fnw scatter­ 
ed showers.

Damage to corn and pasture land 
continues to be 
reported. 
Twenty 
percent of Iow a’s com is 
said to be 
past saving. E astern Nebrask a is be­ 
lieved to be in even worse condition. 
Southern Illinois

sections of the 
country w ith stream s receding, wells 
going dry and 
pasture 
land slowly 
burning up. 
The lust soak ing rain 
was late in M arch. 
Chicago ther­ 
mom eters did 
not get

Cooler In East

it was 9 6 in W ashington

S tinnett, Texas, Aug. 8- 
<UP>—A 
D. Payne, Amarillo attorney, look ed 
to death today to release him from a 
hopeless tangle of financial affairs 
which officers said he told them had 
brought about the bombing to death 
of hLs wife. 
Police said Pay ne, held here be­ 
cause of danger from mobs, confessed 
he killed his wife J une 26 with a 
bomb placed in the family automo­ 
bile 
They said he told them it was 
his fifth attempt to kill her. 
"I thought it was more humane to 
kill her than for her to find out the 
way I had been living," Pay ne sta t­ 
ed in a written confession. 
* Were 
she alive today I would try again to 
kill her 
My only regret is tha t my 
son was not killed, too ” 
Pay ne was arrested Tuesday night 
after Mrs. 
Verona Thompson, 
his 
former private secretary , told police 
he made love to her and had planned 
to do away with his wufo in order 
that they might marry . 
The attorney’s confession 
ricix >si 
tion comprised alm ost 26.000 words. 
Financial Troubles 
Although admitting his love affair 
had something to do with his plan 
to kill his wife, Pay ne told officials 
that was only one of the reasons 
He said the family had been beset 
by finaneial difficulties and tha t ob 
tainlng insurance money was a chief 
factor in the murder 
The first time he tried to kill his 
wife was nine months liefore lie ever 
met Mrs. Thompson, officials said he 
he told them. 
At one time he and 
his wife had considered committing 
suicide together 
so 
their children 
might have the Insurance money , the 
confession read 
Pay ne said 
he tried 
to kill his 
wife five times before lie was finally 
successful. 
E. w . Thomerson, District At tor 
ney of Amarillo, said Pay ne asked 
him if it would be possible for him 
to waive all rights to a trial and 
receive the supreme penalty at once. 
Confession Withheld 
"I don’t want to live 
with 
this 
weight on my fioul,” he said. 
"I am 
sorry my son, 
A. D . Jr., 
must go 
through life with the tragedy weigh­ 
ing him down.” 
T he son 
was ser­ 
iously hu rt in the same explosion 
tha t k illed Mrs. Payne 
D istrict A ttorney Thom erson said 
he was w ithholding m uch of the con­ 
fession because he feared attem pts 
would be made to lynch Payne if 
P otter county people k new of some 
of the things the lawyer had done. 
Ii we allowed it all to be publish 
ed," Thom erson said, "feeling would 
be so great we could never M y him in 
this county because of prejudice.” 
Thom erson said Payne tried 
to 
poison his wife by gradual adm in­ 
istration of 
m orphine tablets, but 
was unsuccessful. 
L ater he arranged 
:»« loaded shotgun so it 
would ex­ 
plode when she opened a closet door, 
but the shot missed her. 
He turned 
on the gas one night while she slept, 
but failed in this attem pt also. 
ID 
also thought of drow ning her in the 
river, he said, but could arrange no 
opportunity. 


Sta teM a n Sa y s LeeCo. 
Prison Is Disgra ce 
To Community 


"The cattle barn at 
the 
county 
home is far more fit for the k eeping 
of prisoners than the 
Lee 
County 
Jail," stated C. A 
O ppelm an. 
in­ 
spector from the S tate D epartm ent 
of Public W elfare, as he concluded 
his tour of Investigation of county- 
owned 
institutions 
here 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
"The county Jail in this 
county is not only a disgrace to the 
county but more so to the city of 
Dixon,” he added. 
"In my brief visit my attention has 
been called, not by any citizen, but 
by my own observation to a beau­ 
tiful new bridge across Rock river, 
a fine new high school, city, county 
and federal buildings which are a 
e-edit to a city the size of Dixon 
Then to visit I.ee county’s jail and 
observe the terrible conditions, u n­ 
sanitary and unhealthy as they are 
even under the best of conditions, is 
nothing short of a disgrace to Dixon 
first and Lee county n e x t” 
“In the Jail you have 
old 
vnrti 
stone floors and 
dark 
unventilated 
cells. 
T here is practically no ven­ 
tilation in the Jail and the equip­ 
m ent is as antiquated as the stru c­ 
ture itself 
T here are two prisoners 
suffering from severe venereal dis­ 
eases and there Is no provision for 
segregation of these cases, but 
on 
the contrary the other prisoners ar<> 
forced to 
be 
w ith 
these offensive 
prisoners throughout the day, when 
they should be segregated and tre a t­ 
ed 
I am advised tha t they are re­ 
ceiving treatm ent but there are no 
facilities for their segregation d u r­ 
ing this period. 
Poor Ventilation. 
"The m ain corridor is very poorly 
ventilated and the cells in which 
the prisoners are lock ed up a t night 
have not the 
slightest 
ventilation 
Any of tiie barns a t the county home 
is frir more preferable for the c« *e 
oi the county’s prisoners than the 
structure which is now and has been 
for m any years been serving as a 
Jail. 
It is deplorable tha t such a 
| condition should exist 
and 
in 
my 
I visit throughout the state, I have 
; not found its equal in any of th° 
counties, 
except 
possibley 
in 
the j 
i southernm ost section, where prison­ 
e r s are few and counties are unable | 
to m aintain m odern Jails," he stated I 
i after his investigation. 
T he county home near F.ldena Is a ! 
model which

These complututlon show that, un­ 
less the Census Bureau later revises 
the population totals, or Congress 
changes the basis of reapportion­ 
ment, neither of which is considered 
likely , 22 states will los* 29 sea ts in 
thf> House and 13 states will gain an 
equal number. 
The population figures announced 
today are the first official tota ls a va i­ 
lable lrom the recent census for 11« ’ 
nation and most of tin* state. 
Only 
16 st,at<> totals previously had been 
announced by the Census Bureau. 
The figures .still arc subject to slight 
revision. 
Tlie figures show New York has 
by far the greatest population among 
the states, with a total of 12,619 59 3. 
Pennsy lvania is second with 9 ,640.- 
802, and Illinois third With 7,607 684 
California led the nation in popu­ 
lation increase, both numerically and 
on n percentage basis 
The sta tes 
percentage increase of 65,5 per rent 
was far ahead of any other, Flor­ 
ida being nex t with 51 4 
California also led all in the num ­ 
ber of 
new citizens. 
Its increase 
was 2.245,184 as compared with 2 - 
234 276 for New York 
Montana Lost 2.3 Pet. 
All of the 48 .state 
and the D ist­ 
rict of Columbia showed an increase 
in population ex cept Montana, which 
dropped from 648,889 to 59 6,332, or 
2.3 per cent.

Every farmer in the U nited Sta tes
